RECIPE FOR ‘HE MONTH 


There is a fashion for crisper vegetables, and cabbage cooked this way is 
delicious and quite different: 


Chop an onion and fry it gently in a little oil, then add the 
finely shredded cabbage, salt and pepper and only two tablespoonfulls 
of water. Cover and simmer for about ten minutes. 


And here is one way to cook Courgettes ‘or Marrow). 


Again chop and fry an orion (do 10+ let is brown). Add ‘the sliced 
courgettes, and two or three la+xze peeled tomatoes, chopped. Add a 
spoonful of Tomato puree, salt e1d pepper (garlic if liked) and 
simmer very gently until the covigettes are cooked, but not mushy. 
This is nice served with rice ari topped with grated cheese.

This is the season of harvest. Nature provides for the continuation of 
plant life by the production of ripe fruits containing seeds to grow in 
the following year. Some of these fruits are glorious to look at and 
some are very good to eat. BUT there are some fruits and seeds which 
are very posonous and we are not always aware of this. 


Small children find bright red berries very attractive for playing at 
shop anc dolls tea parties, while others may see them growing in the 
hedgerow and taste. 


The seed of the yew berry is extremely poisonous, and so are the fruits 
of the black, woody and deadly nightshades. The bright red berries of 
wild arum, often called lords and ladies or cuckoo pint, and lupin and 
laburnum seeds are poisonous. The thorn apple, to be found growing on 
waste land is also deadly. If anyone has the pleasure at this time of 
year of seeing meadow saffron growing in a field - look only - DON'T 
rICk. " ;

REEORT ON ITELS DISCUSSED AT RECENT MEETING CF PARISH COUNCILS 
Adderbury - request “of local consultation on allocation of council houses 
Not generally thought desirable. 
Yarnton - if people clear their own paths/drives. of snow, are they liable 
for any accidents occuring? This is quite possible and people should be 
aware of this. — oes 
Bloxham - What are the benefits of being a conservation area and what 
protection does it offer? Very little. Local pressure still needs to be 
brought on any subjects of planning etc. 
South Newington - Should there be a general subsidy for 0.4.i.'s travel? 
This was up to each individual council to arrange and back financially. 
In a following discussion the.councillors agreed that a future scheme is 
certainly desirable, and that the alternatives should be considered at 
future meetings. 
Urayton - All Farish Councils should be encouraged to give their full support 
to the H40 support group at the current enquiry in Banbury. After further 
discussion, the Council agreed te write a full support of the 40 group, 
and send £25 towards their expenses. Further, Councillors Mckenzie and 
lLarshall offered to make themselves available to attend the enquiry. 
In General Liscussicn - it was revealed that no farmers had been prosecuted 
as a4 result of stubble burning, but guidelines were being tightened up which 
could lead to future legal action if not adhered to. 


BONPIRES - Councillor Stevens expressed his concern over unpleasantness 
caused by bonfires at this time of year. Whilst realising that there was 
a need for bonfires, the council agreed that no legal action is possible 
to stop people, but asked that through the Deddington News, residents be 
requested to restrict bonfires to late in the day, and generally to have 
more consideration for théir neighbours. 


WINDIILL CENTRE - Cllr. Ward reported that the Windmill Committee had asked 
whether they.should continue to liaise with the F.C. As the Committee would 
be in full control of their own affairs in the future, this was thought 
unnecessary, but it was thought desirable that reports should be made to 
the ».C. regularly in order that the community as a whole can remain 
informed. ©The Cherwell planning committee have advised that if planning 
permission is granted for the current developers plans, the new centre 
vould be required to be situated at the Northern boundary of the field. 
one inmediate need ‘is for work to start on renovation of the tennis. courts 
if they are to be ready for use in 1983. On this. subject Clir. George 
expressed concern that the establishment of the Tennis Club would restrict 
the use of the courts. to. its members. Cllr. ard replied that whilst the 
Tennis Club would administrate the courts, they would not have exclusive 
use of them, and that they. would be open to the whole community, as well 
as used by the local schools. Havirg said that, if the club is putting up 
roney to finance the courts, it should nave some priority.

DEDDINGTON PEOPLE 
Bill Marshall 


The contentment of having a full life was very apparent when at the invitation 
of June Stilgoe, Bert Mundy and Albert Morby (half brothers) and I had a chat 
about old times over a cup of tea in the sitting-room of The Grounds Farmhouse. 
You see these two characters, Bert and Albert, together with brother Gerald 
(who served in the Tank Corps during the last War) have worked all their lives 
at The Grounds under three generations of the Stilgoe family. 


Albert is 74 years of age and 
his wife Lilian and son live 

in Adderbury. Albert travels 

to The Grounds Farm in an old 
van, formerly it was on a motor- 
bike and before that a bicyle. 


Bert a bachelor of 79 years 
lives with his two sisters, 
Winnie and Doris and bachelor 
brother Gerald at The Old Paper 
Mill Cottage close-by in the 
Deddington Parish but with an 
Adderbury postal address! 


Albert's father and Bert's 

mother died in 1910 and in 

1912 Bert's father married 
Albert's mother. Bert's father, 
a cowman, moved from Hinton-in- 
the-Hedges to The Grounds in 

1912 and in recalling this 

Bert recollects when attending 
school he worked an hour a day 

on the farm, mostly pumping 
water, and all day on Saturday 
for 1ls.Od. a week; he further 
reminded me that during the 

Bert Mundy - hedger and wocdworker Depression after the First World War 
the weekly wage for a married man 
was reduced from 30s.0Od. to 28s.0d. 
a week and that was from 7 a.m. to 5 p.m. everyday except Sunday. At this point 
I noticed Bert's union badge and asked how long he had been a union man "years" 
was the simple answer. Albert stated he had a badge but he didn't know where it 
was. Bert was a horseman in charge of a team of 4 horses in the early days - 
there were 12 horses on the farm - two teams of 4 horses for the heavy work such 
as two furrow ploughs, a team of 2 and 2 single horses - Albert chipped in here 
informing us that he generally worked two horses with one furrow. Grandpa the 
grandfather of the present Robert Stilgoe went every year to Peterborough Shire 
Horse Sales and bought two~year old colts. It was part of Bert's job to break 
these young horses into work, and with a natural drooping of the eyelids he 
commented "you worked with them for years, training them to pull and controlling 
them by commands, you couldn't help being fond of them, then Grandpa sold them 

at six years of age as sound working horses". 


In unison I was informed there were many things going on in these early days all 
around the villages - Banbury had the largest Fair, then there was the Deddington 
Flower Show and Puddin and Pie Fair - "we got half a day off for these Fairs". 


At this point they emphasised that the local societies ran competitions for 
ploughing, hedging and thatching.

Although the "two lads" were obviously interested in ploughing it was the hedge- 
cutting, wallbuilding and thatching competitions that obviously got them up tight, 
here the craft and ability to create such as a wall, trim a hedge and thatch a 
stack was expressed with relish in their eyes. Bert was the hedger and wood- 
worker, Albert the thatcher and wallbuilder. They 

built the farm's cow cubicles. 


Let us remember the corn and hay in those days was 
cut loose with a reaper (the binder came much later 
and now today the combine does the lot in one job). 
Two horses pulled the reaper which had four fixed 
windmill type sails which on revolving pushed from 
the platform regular bundles of corn, these bundles 
being tied by hand with straw bands and then placed 
upright to dary. Stacking of the corn was all 
manual work - no elevators - the stack grew in 
height by throwing the sheaves from the wagon to 
the stacker, then as the stack got higher a worker 
stood in a pitch hole up in the stack and received the thrown sheaf from the wagoner 
and continued to lift off the sheaf by catching it with a fork and then throwing it 
up to the stacker. The 40' ladder being used to get down and at thatching. One 

can easily visualise the teamwork necessary in such an operation not forgetting 

that the band round the sheaves had to be tied well so they did not burst while 

you were throwing them up.

It was a six year crop rotation on the farm, first year swedes, (grown especially 
for the sheep) next year barley, then barley again undersown with clover, then 
clover followed by two years of wheat. The swedes were an important crop in 
Grandpa's day and were grown for the sheep which took pride of place. True there 
were cows and corn but Grandpa's aim in life was on the breeding and caring for 
the famous "Grounds Oxford Down Flock". The Grounds Flock being known throughout 
the country be it at Shows or Auctions. Today this large bodied yet attractive 
breed of sheep is out of fashion and is actually classified as a rare breed. For 


For financial reasons milking cows are now priority at The Grounds and the last 
sheep in a flock of 20 have been taken over by the retired Shepherd, Harold 
James, 67 years of age, who together with his own sheep will continue and per- 
petuate the Oxford Down. 


Together these "worthies" commented it was never quiet on the farm then Albert . 
nodding and telling us there was always something going on and you worked with 
folk not machinery - tending the sheep, helping with the cattle, ploughing, 
drilling, haymaking, thrashing and ditching - you always had company - at times 
there were over 18 workers on the farm, today there are 2 cowmen, 3 tractor 
drivers, one being Gerald a brother, plus "the lads" on Mondays, Tuesdays and 
Wednesdays. 


The "know-how" and gift of growing things and caring for animals is emphasised 
all over again when you see the cottage gardens in the Paper Mill Valley. Doris 
75 years of age is the housekeeper, Winnie 72 years of age helps Doris and gar- 
dens. The cottage is spotless and is surrounded by areas of mown lawns inter- 
sected by areas of productive vegetable plots and flower borders. 


It occurred to me a pattern must have been formulated in getting on with each 
other over the years and then I appreciated the bachelors' "bolt holes" Gerald 
had a hut close to the house where he demonstrated he had Channel 4 on the tele- 
vision, Bert's hut was further away, in which he had a fireplace with various 
personal trophies and tools around - both huts had comfortable sofas!

LETTER FROM MR. BOWERMAN, CLIFTON 


I would like to reply to your recent article in which Mr. Fuller said he 
had the first tractor in this district in 1935. I worked for Mr. Welford 
in Clifton, and in 1922 we had our first tractor, which was a T-Ford type 
tractor built in Cork, Ireland. It had no mudguards, no brakes, and no 
governor, cost £120, and compared to todays huge models it would look like 
a Heath Robinson creation. 


Zt sometimes took hours to start, and usually a wag woulé suggest it 
needed a new flint, or perhaps the petrol was twisted in the pipe. It did 
twelve years work and ran on ordinary household paraffin. 


We also had the first power mower in 1929, which was just the knife bar 
5 feet wide which fitted between the front and rear wheels. Power was 
taken £rom the rear of the tractor. 


Looking back, it was much more interesting than these days.
